Oil shale as an alternate 
fuel source appears a t ­ 
tractive on estimates that 
there are two to four billion 
barrels of shale oil reserves 
in the world, and half of that 
in the United States, he said. 
But the practical fact is that 
this reduces to 600 million 
barrels from rich deposits 
such as Green River; and it 
may be that only 130 million 
barrels can be extracted if 
present technology proves to 
be a limit. 
"Rich deposits" are those 
in thick strata, yielding 25 or 
more gallons to the ton of 
raw 
mineral. 
Dr 
Curtin 
said 
The oil shale production 
process, he said, involves 
mining 
and 
crushing, 
retorting to volatize the solid 
kerogens; 
therm al 
and 
hydrocarbon recovery, and 
waste shale disposal. 
The sedim entary marl 
carrying oil solids must be 


retorted at temperatures in 
the 1,000 degree range, in an 
indirect process. 
Kerogen 
solids must be converted to 
bitumen liquids, and these to 
oils and gases; vaporization 
of oils, burning of fixed 
carbons and decomposition 
of carbonates are involved. 
Less than IO percent of 
shale can be strip mined, he 
estimated, and conventional 
mining basically requires 
that one-third of the shale be 
left in pillars below ground 
An alternate system that has 
promise “if it can be made to 
work." 
is on-site mining 
where the shale is fired 
underground, to create a 
retorting zone in the deposit 
itself. 
In 
shale oil operations 
since 1964, Dr. Curtin said, a 
TOSCO rotary kiln 
has 
solved several problems 
including the production of a 
compacted shale waste that 
can be returned to remote 
parts of a mine or placed in 
ground pockets and grassed 
over 
by 
natural 
growth.’

The subconscious mind can not 
take a joke. For example, if you 
think about taking a bite of a real 
sour .lemon a lot of times your 
mouth will start to water. By the 
same token some of you who are 
reading this article on head lice are 
going to start scratching. 
First off, let me say that you can 
recognize lice as well as I can. They 
are little bitty rascals about one- 
eighth to one-sixteenth of an inch 
long, grayish-white in color and 
about half as wide as they are long. 
There are about a jillion different 
kinds of 
lice but they are 
all 
dependent on blood for sustenance. 
Each kind usually feeds on a single 
host, for example a human louse 
would not be caught dead on a dog. 
There are 3 different kinds of lice 
that live off of humans, body lice, 
head lice and crab lice. Crab lice 
prefer to live in the pubic areas of 
the body. Body lice stay in the 
seams of clothing, blankets, sheets, 
etc. and move to the body when 
they get hungry. Head lice quite 
logically prefer to live on the head 
and rarely leave the body for any 
reason. In fact they can seldom live 
longer than 48 hours if removed 
from the human body. 
Head lice present by far the 
greatest problem of the three in the 


U . S . 


A female louse will lay between 
50 and 150 eggs (called Nits) in her 
life time. The Nit is yellowish in 
color, about 0.8 mm long, and is 
attached to a hairshaft with a 
waterproof cement like substance. 
Now, to all you mamas who are 
getting ready to check their kids/ 
hair. First there will probably be 
itching present but you can also 
comb the hair with a fine tooth 
comb and sometimes you can see 
either a louse or a Nit.

This is a statem ent on attitude toward religious views. We 
should never seek to hurt another person by ridiculin g their 
religion. But, to fail to share an opinion that a certain 
thought form is detrim ental is not charitable. I hope this 
article m ay contribute to our understanding of one another. 
Some people hold strong views, and are like the child 
clutching a penny so tigh tly they are afraid to open their 
hand to receive a dollar. But others see views of religion like 
■ !,n£s on a ladder. It does nogood to say a ll rungs are equally 
good, or to say that all ladders are just as g(x>d no m atter 
where they are leading. It is of no value to a ffirm the entire 
process of searching for the better way in a passive position 
from the lazy com fort of one’s easy chair. The ladder is of no 
value unless it is a means of assisting one from where they 
.ii e nol to a better place. Before we can really judge or make 
relevant statements concerning a religious philosophy, we 
need to decide where one is, and then decide where they 
want to be, or should he. 
I believe the goal for the religious is rea lity, and a valid 
religion is one that places a person on their own personal 
“road to find ou t." On this premise, I believe that most 
religious expressions are detrim ental in that they offer 
blinders, rather than search lights. Religion should help a 
person to grow, to become m ore and more able to find one’s 
own answers, to be m ore and m ore self re lia n t and never 
encourage the use of crutches unless such is re a lly essential. 
Thus 
I 
propose 
a 
hard-nosed 
religion, 
a 
beefsteak 
philosophy, a move toward grow ing in autonomy. That is 
c 
why I purposefully negate the father-figure m inisterial role 
£ 
as acted out by most m inisters, priests and rabbis, and seek 
ra ther to be the Socratic concept of the gadfly. I would 
stim ulate you to deeper thought, deeper being, and urge you 
along your own road of religious quest. I believe that no 
m atter what your present views or beliefs are, surely they 
could be im proved. Of course. I believe the same for myself 
Let us a ll clim b our individual ladders. And whether we 
happen to agree w ith one another along the way is not nearly 
so im portant as that we are both seeking to move farth er into 
the m ysterious realm of reality. On this basis I believe it is 
\ alliable to us to define as best we can w here we are. w here 
Weare not or what we do not agree with, and where we think 
we should lx \
